County Board of Supervisors 
has announced in revealing 
plans by the - United — States 
Government to build and equip 
an’ astrophysical observatory: 
near the summit of this peak, 

According to the announce- 
ment $500,000 will be spent on 
the construction and equip- 
ment of the observatory whieh 
will be one of the most impors 
tant centers for the study of 
solar radiation on the conti- 
nent. The government some 
time ago planned to abandon a 
similar and smaller plant at 
Haja, Arizona, and _ through 
Chairman McClellan were at- 
tracted to the Angeles Forest 
site. 

To assist the project the 
Board of Supervisors authoriz- 
ed the construction of the 
road to the proposed site at 
a cost of about $10,000. Dur- 
ing the past two months 
Chairman McClellan and A. D, 
Moore, of the Haja Observa- 
tory staff, have made frequent 
visits to the new site. In a re- 
port to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute Prof: Moere declares that 
the site is desirable from. all 
climatic and meteorological re- 
|quiremeats, the announcement 
says. 

The new observatory, which 

will probably rival the one on 
Mt. Wilson for general in-

reached from the valley re- 


igion via Upland, Cajon Pass,

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Campaign Against Village 
Ugliness 
(San Francisco Argonaut) 

In one of the recent bulletins sent out by 
the Federal Department of Agriculture, at- 
tention is called to the unattractiveness and 
general ugliness of the average village in the 
United States. Nearly 20,000,000 persons or 
almost one-fifth of the population, live in such 
settlements, while 30,000,000 farming folk use 
the small towns for purposes of business, edu- 
cation, health and social well-being. It is 
pointed out that in other countries villages are 
generally superior to those of the United 
States in design, in the character of streets 
and publie buildings, in their recreation spots 
and in their approaches. However, a start 
has been made toward beautifying the small 
American centers. Since an attractive village 
is an important influence in stabilizing farm 
life and in counteracting the lure of cities for 
young persons of the farm, there is much more 
than a mere esthetic consideration at stake. 

Investigation has proved to the satisfaction 
of the Department of Agriculture that where 
there is a marked improvement in any center 
of population the impetus has almost invar- 
iably come from local Small 
groups of residents are responsible for the re- 
form efforts that in time work great changes. 
Women’s clubs have accomplished sweepirg 
improvements in many places and it is pleas- 
ant to know that the Department of Agricul- 
ture finds in California a noteworthy example 
of a model town. ‘‘A village that was’ start- 
ed with a good plan,’’ says the bulletin, ‘‘and 
has realized it, is Patterson, California, where 
the site and a colony of irrigated farms, ocecu- 
pying 18,000 acres, were planned in 1910. 
Roads leading to the central settlement were 
strategically located and planted with trees 
and shrubs. The village itself has eight streets 
radiating from a civic center where the pub- 
lie buildings are located. In the last four 
years the residents have built a public library, 
a community club house, a concrete swimming 
pool, and a grammar school, and have pro- 
vided an automobile camp park.’’ 

Weston, Massachusetts, and Lewisburg, 
Pennsylvania, are also selected as examples 
of what can be achieved by well-directed ef- 
fort. But although many such spots have been 
improved by modern ideas, well carried out, 
the realization that village planning is as nec- 
essary aS city planning has taken root in few 
places. Probably, California would show a 
greater ‘average of beauty than any other 
state in the Union; but there is always a 
chance to do better. Village planning often 
may mean great savings to the community ; 
“it is.never too early or too late to begin it. 
Expense is seldom a serious handicap, the bul- 
letin declares, and its point of view will be 
readily accepted.

The Cure for Lawlessness 
(Pomona Bulletin) 

Widespread alarm is caused by the spread 
of lawlessness and prevalence of crime ant 
drastic action of various kinds is called for. 
Penalties for many offences should be made 
more severe. Yet such wrongs are not cured 
by penalties. When a boy or girl does wrong 
things something is missing in the training of 
that youngster. 

The schools ought to do more in the way 
of moral and religious training, yet their time 
is oceupied by their extended courses, and 
such standards of conduct can not be wholly 
ereated by lectures and text-book instruction. 

The fundamental reason for the Jawless 
spirit is to be found in lax family govern- 
ment. The average American parent loses 
eontrol of children at an early age. 

Our people in Pomona will say that it is 
not easy to deal with children in these times. 
It is hard to pursue a policy that is contrary 
to the general trend of society. If one home 
attempts to be stricter than the average the 
children of that home often become rebel- 
lious and think they are singled out for spe- 
cially severe treatment. 

What is needed is a general movement on 
the part of all good homes for a more earnest 
attempt to bring up their children with firm 
principles of honor and morality. People 
must wake up to the idea that the children are 
running wild and need a greater degree of 
restraint, that they are escaping from the re- 
straints of family discipline altogether too 
early. = 

The people who are influential in the com- 
munity .should set the example by carefully 
abiding by the law themselves and by firmer 
discipline with children. If it become fash- 
ionable to obey the law and bring up children 
with principles of good conduct it will be 
easier to establish these standards for every- 
one.

State Parks and Fires 
(Riverside Enterprise) 

An effort is being made at Sacramento to 
secure the appointment of a state park com- 
mission, the purpose of which will be to look 
after the selection of state park sites and to 
conserve the present parks. Particularly is 
it the desire of the proponents of this measure 
to preserve a great redwood park along the 
Eel River in Humboldt County, which has 
been laid out for that purpose and which con- 
tains some of the most beautiful timber in 
California, being the property of the Pacifie 
Lumber Company. 

The lumber company fought the park idea 
on this particular tract, desiring the lumber 
from the trees and making the claim that it 
would not be possible to secure the price the 
trees are worth. A fund was then secured in 
short order with which to purchase the tract 
from the company, for the purpose of donat- 
ing it to the state, a result which rather took 
the wind out of the sails of the lumber com- 
pany and its officers. In fact, it is understood 
that the president of the company has agreed 
that there is too strong a public sentiment 
against the company’s position to make it pos- 
sible for it to insist that these wonderful trees 
shall be sacrificed to industry. 

California should have more state parks in 
its beautiful mountains and it is wise to have 
them administered by a state director of 
parks, who would act in a state capacity much 
as Stephen Mather acts as director of national 
narks in the Interior Department. It is be- 
lieved by those close to the situation that 
thera will be favorable action and a park com- 


mission with a park director will become a 
reality. 

With better state park supervision and new 
parks will come better assistance from the 
state in fighting fires in the forests of the 
state, particularly those that may come into 
state possession. 

An appropriation by the commissioners of 
Los Angeles County for more firebreaks shows 
that the authorities are alive to the danger 
that will prevail next summer. Last year the 
forest fires lasted a long time and swept over 
a large area. The prospects are that, save for 
extra precaution, this bit of costly local his- 
tory would repeat itself. There has not been 
enough rain to cause moisture to linger in the 
undergrowth. Prospects are that the surface 
will be tinder-dry again. 

This condition is enough to cause all resi- 
dents to do their best for fire prevention. No 

‘‘fire prevention week’’ should be necessary. 
Until the rains of next autumn there could 
not with safety be any other sort of week. 
This means that the camper must extinguish 
the blaze that boils his coffee, and the hiker, 
if permitted to strike a match, must beware 
of his manner of disposing of it. It also means 
that the public will be excluded from some 
places to which heretofore it had been per- 
mitted to go freely. 

In other respects no apprehension is felt 
about the shortage of precipitation. It is pos- 
sible that even yet there may be copious rain. 
In any case there is water enough availble 
for all ordinary, purposes. An abundance both 
of rain and snow in the Sierras provides the 
certainty of abundant water for hydro-elec- 
trie power, so at least a lack of power does 
not threaten any of Southern California’s 
many industries. 


A Trapper Monument 


A trapper monument is to be erected in 
Glacier National Park in memory of the 
trappers who pioneered the northwest and 
especially the last of them, named Kline, who 
died not long ago. To them is due the open- 
ing up of that entire region and the estab- 
lishment of the northern boundary line where 
it is instead of much farther south, espe- 
cially in the coast region, where it would have 
been at the northern line of California. There 
was a competition in the first four decades of 
the nineteenth century between independent 
companies of American trappers and the men 
of the Northwest Fur Company and the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, both British organiza- 
tions, and it was the enterprise, initiative 
capacity of the Americans which won the west 
for the United States. 

California has reason to honor the pioneer 
trappers and those stalwart and venturesome 
men who came before the gold discovery and 
to erect the monument to their memory, for 
it was really they who made the Golden State 
American. There are, to be sure, Sutter’s 
Fort, preserved as a memorial at Sacramento, 
and the Marshall memorial of the discovery 
of gold, but after all, gold plays a small part 
in the greatness of California. These pioneers 
of pre-golden days settled the future of the 
far west. The gold discovery hastened events. 
It caused the state, as it were, ‘‘to spring full 
armed from the brow of Jove,’’ but California 
would have been great had not an ounce of 
gold ever been found within her borders. It 
would, perhaps, have taken a little longer to 
reach her present high estate, but she could 
never have been denied. 

Therefore a real monument should be erect- 
ed in the Golden State to those men of early 
days.

\Secy. Jardine Issues 
Strict Fire Regulation 


Secretary of Agriculture W:! 
M. Jardine by virtue of au- 
thority vested in him by Con- 
gress has issued a new regula- 
tion governing the use, protec- 
tion and administration of na] 
tional forests which prohibits 
the throwing or placing of a 
burning cigarette, cigar, pipe 
heel match, firecracker, or any 
lighted substance, or the dis- 
charge of any kind of fire- 
works, in any place where it 
may start a fire.’’ 

These aets on a national for- 
est constitute misdemeanors 
under Act of Congress of June 
4, 1897 (30 Stat. 11, 35), and 
are punishable under federal 
law by a fine of not more than 
$500, or 12 months imprison- 
ment, or both. 

This regulation, according to 
the United States Forest Ser- 
vice, will materially assist in 
preventing fires. set by people 
who are careless with their 
burning tobacco, matches and 
fireworks in National Forests. 
All federal forest officers in. 
the California district have 
been instructed to strictly en- 
force the regulation.

rus Canker Eradication and 
Grove Inspection. Ten years! 
ago the citrus growers of this 
state were thrown into con-| 
sternation through the discov- 
ery of a strange and, unknown 
disease attacking cithis trees. 
Experts were at a loss to iden- 
tify it and curative or repres- 
sive measures were of no avail. 
Finally the condition was rec- 
ognized as one which was 
quite common in Japan and 
othér-parts of the Orient. Un- 
der the favorable climatic con- 
ditions in Florida and the Gulf 
States the disease threatened 
to prove disastrous. The con- 
clusion was reached that only 
through complete eradication | 
could the citrus industry be 
saved and a vigorous cam- 
paign was entered upon, par- 
ticipated in by growers and 
both the state and federal gov- 
ernments. The total cost of 
this effort up to June 30, 1924, 
has been great, involving an 
expenditure of $1,718,037.45, 
which does not include the 
value of trees, imfected and 
non-infected, which were de- 
stroyed in the course of the 
campaign. Large as this sum 
is, to value of the industry 
which it is insignificant when 
compared has been saved. Con- 
servative estimates of the value 
of the citrus grove plantings 
in Florida place the figure at 
$250,000,000. The citrus crop 
of 1923-24 amounted to 20,- 
000,000 boxes, There is no 
question but that this large in- 
dustry has been saved through 
the joint efforts of the State 
Plant Board and the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture.

CITRUS GROVE INSECTS 
WAGE 3-CORNERED FIGHT 


The philosophy of ‘‘dog eat 
dog’’ is being worked out to 
the twenty-fifth decimal in a 
problem to rid California of 
black seale, enemy of the eit- 
rus grower. 

Six years ago the State De- 
partment of Agriculture con- 
eeived the idea that the best 
way to get rid of black scale 
was to import an army of spe- 
cial inseets to prey upon the 
black scale parasite. 

The new bug, frivolously 
known to scientists as aphycus 
lounsburyt, now, and for eons, 
had been unable to get along 
with the black seale family, 
know xuin the social register of 
insee‘ology as saissetia oleae. 
Wheuever black seale saw its 
enemy coming it crawled into 
whatever it crawls into and 
pulled whatever it was in af- 
ter it. 

State agriculturists found 
that the idea worked perfectly 
in yractice and scpn_ blacr 
scale almost disappeared. 

Things were rosy and the 
leaves of the orange trees rus- 
tled gaily in the native sun- 
shme.
